Amendments to the Dominion 
Lauds Act occupied the attention 
of the House on Wednesday, The 
bill proposed to relieve holders of 
pre-emptions, who had not al- 
ready secured their patents, from 
three ycurs’ interest, to relieve 
from three years’ residence those 
able to pay for their pre-emptions, 
and to permit. homestead patent 
to be secured by the rearing of 
stock instead of by cultivation as 
at present, Occasion was taken 
by the Opposition to point out 
that a relaxation of conditions 
both in regard to homesteads and 
pre-emptions had become desir. 
able owing to the enormous fall- 
ing-off in such entries during the 
past three years, Knowles anu 
Vliver argued strongly that the 
Government's restrictive trade 
policy, coupled with falling mar- 
kets, had discouraged Western 
producticu aud settlement, which 
discouragement was reflected in 
the less demand for land, whether 
free or purchased, An additional 
influence was the establishment of 
a political administration of the 
Laud and Inmigration Depart- 
ments throughout the West im- 
mediately upon the present Gov- 
ermment taking office. The settler 
who staked his all on securing a 
homestead and was dependent 
upon the fairness of the Land De- 
partment towards him had been 
subjected to a system of political 
terrorism as a matter of party 
policy, with the necessary conse- 
quences that settlement had been 
seriously discouraged. Hence the 
necessity of relaxation of former 
regulations and requirements. 
Aikins, of Brandon, Conservative, 
spoke at length on the necessity 
of insistence on more restricted 


und more thorough fuliilment of 


settlement duties, He showed that 
of the area granted to homestead- 
ers twenty-four million acres re- 
mained uneultivated.» The Min- 
ister of the Interior admitted the 
falling off in entries and blamed 
it on the general depression. He 
claimed that a parallel condition 
had existed in the depression of 
1907, when entries showed a very 
heavy falling .off. Oliver, who 
Was Minister at the time, said 
that the falling off was due to the 
fact that at that time the regula- 
tions had been made much more 
stringent than they had previous- 
ly. been, and particularly the 
right of indiscriminate proxy en- 
try, which had swollen the mum-- 
ber ef cntries abnormally, had 
been cut ou. This was the rea- 
son for the sharp difference be- 
tween the entries of 1906 and 
1907. From that date, however, 
there was a eontinucd inerease to 
the maximum of 1911, Sinee 1911 
there had been a continued de- 


crease, for which the Government 


must take full responsibility. The 


relaxation of conditions proposed 


in the bill was no doubt a neces- 
sity of the case, but did not by 
any means go to the root of the 
trouble which was, first, the re- 
wUietive trade poliey, and, see- 
ond, political  adininistratiou, 
Knowles and Oliver gave specific 
instances of favoritism in support 
of their general assertion of fa- 
voritisin.

OPEN SEASON FOR TROUT : 
AND GRAYLING IN PROVINCE 
Editor Bulletin, 

Sir,—-In replying to your question 
as to close seasons for trout in the 
Province of Alberta, I cannot do bet- 
ter than quote from the Fishery Re- 
gulations “Published under order ju 
council of 12th February, 1910," 


which are still in force as follows: 

“Section 31 (a) Angling or trolling 
in waters frequented by trout, gray- 
Sng or Rocky Mountain whitefisn is 
prohibited, except under permit. 

ib) Every British subject resident 
in the province for which it is issued 
shall be eligible for an angling and 
trolling permit, The annual fee for 
such permit shall be $1.00, 

“(c) Every non-resident shall be 
eligibte for an angling and + trolling 
permit, the fee of which shall be 
31.00 for a single day, or $6.00 for 
the season, i 

“(e) In waters not frequented by 
trout, grayling or Rocky Mountain 
whitefish, angling or tre!ling may be 
carried on by resident ‘ritish sub- 
jects without a permit. 

“Section 32 (a) In waters in that 
portion of Alberta northward = from 
the international boundary ‘line to 
und inckiding the Low giver and its 
tributaries, no one fish for, 
cCateh or kilt any trout, grayling 9 or 
Rocky Mountain whilefish from the 
Ist day of November in each year to 
the 30th day of June following, botb 
days inclusive. 

“(b) In the Red Deer rivér and its 
tributaries, and the North Saskatche- 
wan river and its tributaries, no one 
Shall fish for, catch or kill any trout, 
grayling or Rocky Mountain white- 
fish {rom the Ist day of Sepienrber in 


euch year to the 3¢th day of April 
folowing, both days inclusive. 
“(c) In the Athabasca river and 


its tributaries, no one shall fish 
catch or kill any trout, grayling 
Rocky Mountain whitefish from the 
lst day of November in each year 
till ¢he Bist day of May following, 
both days inclusive.”

This is the 
fire: year that the university bad a 
hall large enough in their own build- 
ing to accommedate the gathering 
which convened to witness the con- 
ferring of degrees. 

Degrees were conferred upon 35 
students who have graduated. ‘'wenty- 
two secured the @egree of bachelor of 
arts, two the degree of bachelor of 
science in applied science, one the de- 
gree of master of science in arts, two 
the degree of master of arts, eight in 
bachelor of laws. This is the largest 
class yet graduated but the class next 
year will still be Jarger. ‘The tudent 
body has shown remarkable growth. 
Even now three new buildings are un- 
der construction and thus preparation 
is being wisely made for housing the 
large enrolment of students expected 
in the coming years. In six years the 
University of Alberta has shown an 
increase in enrolment of nearly one 
thousand per cent. and if that rate 
comtinues more buildings will be need- 
ed within a few years’ time. 

The convocation program opened 
with the Lord's prayer and concluded 
with the National Anthem, An ad- 
dress was delivered by Hon. J. R.
